In their cummary: of the operations of 
the year the directors say :— ‘ 

Atthe end of March, which is the close 
of the financial half-year, the director 
were ina position to-state, that thero had 
been no actoal fulling-off in the freight 
receipts, and if they had continued to run 
all the steamers, at their disposal for the 
remainder of the year theso receipts would 
probably have shown somo advance over 
the figures of the previous year. But with 
the heavy cost of fuel ‘avd other supplies, 
and the lower trend of Freights, itis certain 
that an increase in revenvo would hare 
been attended with o higher corresponding 
expenditure ; and the directors therafors 
decided to lay up some of tho cargo vessels 
rather than run them at « loss. 

‘As tha account stands, there iss falling- 
off in freight, as compared with last year, 
of £36,534, which is a little over 2 per 
cent. on the £1,565,016 revenue in 1906-7 
under this head. Considering the general 
state of trade throughout the world, this 
cannot be held to be # large deficit, 
especially with o certain number of ships 
jaid up. The different lines vary a little 
in their results, “but. the loss. ‘of revenue 
this year might, in fact,, bo superficially 
accounted for by the restricted “movement 
of ‘specie, which ia 8 business entirely 
dependent ou the exchanges, and is in no 
souse within the company’s control. 

The passenger returns show an apparent 
increase of £17,244, but, this is illusory, 88, 
without the suctax imposed in consequence 
‘of the increase in cost of fuel and provis- 
ions, the deficit, as compared , with “last, 
year, would have Leen: considetable.. Ses- 
ing that for the three years previous ts’ 
that now under review the passonger traffic 
had continuéd to rise until it was £200,000) 
‘above ita former limit, some slight reaction 
might perhaps have- been anticipated, but 
the actual shrinkoge during the past 12 
months has been abnormal. The American 
crisis, the. general depression in the value 
‘of securities, ond the uncasiness in India 
have combined seriously to interfere with 
the ‘movement of passengers.
